Mrs. Harding did not meet the presi­

was she shown over the White House kitchen. 
Mrs. Harding prepared to depart after spending un hour with

G IN TO CONGRESS IN WASHINGTON 


Quotes Abraham Lincoln But Does N ot Deal 
With the Peace Treaty or the League of N a­ 
tions—Taxation Should Be Simplified 
By Congress.

our duty as we understand it.” 
At this close the presi lent w rote 
a paragraph which m ight be regarded as a valedictory, saying: 
“I have not so m uch as laid before you a series of recom m enda­ 
tions as I sought to u tte r my confession and fairh and will stan d 
by it until my last fighting day. 
I believe this ie faith in A m er­ 
ica. faith in the future and of all victories w hich a w a it national 
action in tile days to com e, w hether in America or elsew here.” 
Democracy, President Wilson said, is being p u t upon its

He’ said the old world is just now suffe ring from wan ton 
rejection of the principle of dem ocracy and s u b s titu tio n of prin­ 
ciple of autocracy as asserted in nam e but without au th o rity and 
sanction of m ultitudes. 
‘‘This is the tim e of all others

dem ocracy should prove its purity and its spiritual pow er should 
prevail.
